Dear Mr. Evers, 

This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act ('TOLA”) request No. SBA-2019- 
000173 in which you requested the following: 

“1. All records reflecting email communications (including any email attachments) with 
any non-govemmental email address attributed to Administrator Linda McMahon. 

Your agency may limit its search to the following individuals: 

a) Mary Anne Bradfield 

b) Pradeep Balur 

c) Allie Schroeder 

2. All emails sent from (a) any non-govemmental email address attributed to 
Administrator McMahon to (b) any governmental email address associated with 
Administrator McMahon. Please include all messages, including those that have been 
forwarded to Administrator McMahon’s governmental email address or on which 
Administrator McMahon’s governmental email address is carbon copied. 

Please provide all responsive records from January 20, 2017, to the date the search is 
conducted.” 

SBA has performed a search of its records and is releasing the attached documents that are 
responsive to your request. Redactions have been made pursuant to FOIA Exemption 6, which 
exempts from release information about individuals in "personnel and medical files and similar 
files” when the disclosure of such information "would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion 
of personal privacy.” The redacted information consists of cell phone numbers and personal email 
addresses which clearly fall under the protection of FOIA Exemption 6. 

SBA has also made redactions to the released documents and withheld notes pursuant to FOIA 
Exemption 5, which protects internal communications that are pre-decisional and deliberative. 

The requested documents consist of the internal back-and-forth between agency employees that 
are part of the decision-making process, as well as draft reports, agendas, and memoranda. 

There are four pages of documents being withheld in full which consist of a letter requesting 
assistance in a job application and resume for a prospective employee that was not ultimately 
hired. 

If you are dissatisfied with the Agency’s decision, you may file an administration appeal within 
90 days of the date of this letter to:

US economy grows at fastest back-to-back pace 
in 4 years, boosted by solid consumer spending

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business inventories. 

• Gross domestic product, the value of every good and service produced within the country, rose at an 
annualized rate of 3.3% and logged the best back-to-back quarters for the economy in four years. 

• Trade subtracted from US growth by the most in 33 years amid the tariffs imposed on goods from 
China and other countries. 

• The housing market was a drag on the economy for a third straight quarter as declining affordability 
slowed sales. 


The US economy grew at a faster rate than expected in the July-September quarter, according to the 
Commerce Department’s advance report released on Friday. 

G ross domestic product , the value of everj’ good and service produced within the country, increased at 
an annualized rate of 3.5%; economists had forecast 3.3% gro\\’th according to estimates compiled by 
Bloomberg. The third quarter marked the strongest back-to-back quarters of growth for the US in four 
years. 


A healthy jobs market with the lowest unemployment rate in 49 years, coupled with strong consumer 
confidence, supported consumer spending, the biggest driver of the US economy . Personal 
consumption increased at a 4% rate, the strongest since 2014. 
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Businesses also made a strong contribution to the economy as they stockpiled on inventories; this 
categor\’ tends to be volatile from quarter to quarter. 


An expected area of weakness was hou sing investment, which shrank 4% and for the third quarter in a 
row. Much of the data on residential investment during the third quarter was weaker than expected. 
The volume of existing-home sales peaked last November and fell ever>' month in Q3 amid 
affordability constraints and tight inventoiy’. 

US exports were another drag on the economy. According to Bloomberg, the slowdown from trade to 
the economy was the most in 33 years amid the dispute w'ith China and other countries. 

Companies outside the US had stockpiled on goods ahead of the implementation of tariffs, providing a 
more than one-percentage-point boost to GDP in Q2. But in August, for example, the US goods deficit 
with China jumped to an all-time one-month record of $38.6 billion without seasonal adjustments.

UConn trustees OK $5.2M campus sale to 
fintech SSC 


UConn's board of trustees on Friday unanimously agreed to sell the university's former 
West Hartford campus for $5.2 million to New York global fintech Seven Stars Cloud Group. 

Friday’s approval comes after financial-technology company SSC announced Tuesday it 
plans to establish its global headquarters for technology and Innovation in West Hartford. 
Its corporate headquarters will remain in New York. 

West Hartford Mayor and trustee Shari G. Cantor did not attend Friday's meeting to avoid a 
conflict of interest, university officials said. 

The sale and purchase agreement are expected to be signed next week. The funds from the 
sale will likely be used for capital projects, UConn said. 

"Once the sale Is complete, the company will take all of the risks to work with the town in 
permitting for the use they intend for it," said Scott Jordan, UConn's executive vice 
president and chief financial officer. 
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SSC hopes to invest more than $280 million to create a tech hub, called Chain Valley, for 
blockchain technology and artificial Intelligence at the 58-acre vacant campus on Trout 
Brook Drive. The property currently Includes five buildings. 

The project \A/ill bring 330 jobs, state officials said. 

The state will kick in a $10 million loan for renovations at the site. The loan will be forgiven 
if SSC meets its job targets. 

SSC CEO Bruno Wu earlier this week said his company wants West Hartford to collaborate 
in how to develop the property. Wu also said the company wants to modernize and reuse 
existing buildings and add more landscaping. 

"We have already engaged the best architectural firms that would help us make sure that 
the campus will become more like a public park," he said. 

In June 2016, UConn and West Hartford agreed to a $5 million sale price for the campus. 
Both sides later settled on a $1 million purchase price, but concerns over PCB 
contamination at the site helped scuttle the deal. 

As previously reporte d. UConn earlier this year said it would appeal West Hartford's $24 
million assessed value of the former campus site. 

In fall 2017, UConn moved its operations from West Hartford to downtown Hartford at the 
former Hartford Times Building.

FxAMILY SEPARATION 
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By the authority vested in me as President by the Constitution and the 
laws of the United States of America, including the Immigration and Nationality 
Act (INA), 8 U.S.C. llOlet seg,, it is hereby ordered as follows: 

Section 1. It is the policy of this Administration to rigorously 

enforce our immigration laws. Under our laws, the only legal way for an alien 
to enter this country is at a designated port of entry at an appropriate 
time. When an alien enters or attempts to enter the country anywhex'e else, 
that alien has committed at least the crime of improper entry and is subject to 
a fine or imprisonment under section 1325(a) of title 8, United States 
Code. This Administration will initiate proceedings to enforce this and other 
criminal provisions of the INA until and unless Congress directs otherwise. It 
is also the policy of this Administration to maintain family unity, including 
by detaining alien families together where appropriate and consistent with law 
and available resources. It is unfortunate that Congress's failure to act and 
court orders have put the Administration in the position of separating alien 
families to effectively enforce the law. 

D efi nitions. For purposes of this order, the following 
definitions apply: 

(a) "Alien family" means 

(i) any person not a citizen or national of the United States who 
has not been admitted into, or is not authorized to enter or remain 
in, the United States, who entered this country v;ith an alien child 
or alien children at or between designated ports of entry and who 
was detained; and 

(ii) that person's alien child or alien children. 

(b) "Alien child" means any person not a citizen or national of the 
United States who 

(i) has not been admitted into, or is not authorized to enter or 
remain in, the United States; 

(ii) is under the age of 18; and 

(iii) has a legal parent“Child relationship to an alien who entered 
the United States with the alien child at or between designated 
ports of entry and who was detained. 

Sec. 3. Temp orary Deten tion Policy for Famil ies Enterin g th is Coun try 
Il legally . (a) The Secretary of Homeland Security (Secretary), shall, to the 

extent permitted by law and subject to the availability of appropriations, 
maintain custody of alien families during the pendency of any criminal improper 
entry or immigration proceedings involving their members. 

(b) The Secretary shall not, however, detain an alien family together 
when there is a concern that detention of an alien child with the child's alien 
parent would pose a risk to the child's welfare. 

(c) The Secretary of Defense shall take all legally available measures to 
provide to the Secretary, upon request, any existing facilities a^vailable for 
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Che housing and care of alien families, and shall construct such facilities if 
necessary and consistent with law. The Secretary, to the extent per^mitted by 
law, shall be responsible for reimbursement for the use of these facilities. 

(d) Heads of executive departments and agencies shall, to the extent 
consistent with law, make available to the Secretary, for the housing and care 
of alien families pending court proceedings for improper entry, any facilities 
that are appropriate for such purposes. The Secretary, to the extent permitted 
by law, shall be responsible for reimbursement for the use of these facilities. 

(e) The Attorney General shall promptly file a request with the U.S. 
District Court for the Central District of California to modify the Settlement 
Agreement inFlores v. Sessions, CV 85-4544 ("Flores settlement"), in a manner 
that would permit the Secretary, under present resource constraints, to detain 
alien families together throughout the pendency of criminal proceedings for 
improper entry or any removal or other immigration proceedings. 

Sec .4 . Prioritization of Imm igration Proceedings Involving Alie n 
Families . The Attorney General shall, to the extent practicable, prioritize 
the adjudication of cases involving detained families. 

Sec . 5. Gen e ral Provisions . (a) Nothing in this order shall be 

construed to impair or otherwise affect: 

(i) the authority granted by law to an executive department or 
agency, or the head thereof; or 

(ii) the functions of the Director of the Office of Management and 
Budget relating to budgetary, administrative, or legislative 
proposals. 

(b) This order shall be implemented in a manner consistent with 
applicable law and subject to the availability of appropriations. 

(c) This order is not intended to, and does not, create any right or 
benefit, substantive or procedural, enforceable at law or in equity by any 
party against the United States, its departments, agencies, or entities, its 
officers, employees, or agents, or any other person.

"In our view, this ship has already sailed. Amazon has been charging sales tax to customers — 
for its IP [first party) sales - in all the 45 states that have a statewide sales tax," Deutsche Bank 
analyst Lloyd Walmsiey wrote in a note to clients Wednesday. "In a way, we think charging sales 
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tax has been a boon to Amazon because it now has extensive fulfillment facilities close to 
consumers such that it can lead the way in offering faster and more reliable deliveries. Whether 
Congress enacts a special tax on Amazon, simply because President Trump wants it, remains to 
be seen." 


But Trump is referencing the company's lack of sales tax collection on its third-party platform 
sales outside a handful of states. The third-party business represents roughly half of Amazon's 
unit sales, according to Stifel. 

Some retail competitors argue this policy for third-party vendors that sell on Amazon's platform 
gives it an unfair advantage. 

Treasury Secretary Steven Mn uchin hinted in July that the administration may soon take "a 
position" on Amazon's tax collection policy, referring to the e-commerce giant's third-party 
marketplace. 

At a Senate hearing on July 26, Sen. Joe Manchin, D-W.Va., asked the Treasury secretary about 
his view on internet state sales taxes. 

"So this is an issue that we've been looking at very carefully within the administration, and we 
expect to come out with a position shortly," Mnuchin said. "I am encouraged that Amazon is 
now charging tax, I believe, on their own sales but not the marketplace. I'm not sure I 
understand the consistency on that, but I respect the states' ability that there's an awful lot of 
money that's not being collected." 

More recently, Mnuchin told the House Ways and Means Committee hearing in February that 
the administration "feels strongly" the government should institute a sales tax on internet e- 
commerce. 


Some states have passed laws requiring online marketplaces to collect sales taxes on behalf of 
third-party sellers. On April 1, Pennsylvania will become the second state, after Washington, 
where Amazon is instituting Marketplace Tax Collection for third party sellers. 


The new law in Pennsylvania requires sales tax collection regardless of whether the merchant 
has a physical operation in the state. 

Previously, Amazon left it to third-party merchants on the platform to handle their own tax 
collection where applicable. 


The whole Amazon third-party tax issue could get settled in court . Earlier this year, the 
Supreme Court agreed to listen to arguments over internet sales taxes. 


The high court ruled in 1992 that states couldn't collect sales taxes gathered by mail-order 
catalog companies unless the firms had a physical presence in a state. South Dakota and several 
other states argue that things have changed in the era of Amazon. 


The Supreme Court is expected to hear the arguments in April and could make a ruling by the 
end of June. Earlier this month, the Trump administration, through Solicitor General Noel 
Francisco, formally backed up South Dakota in the case. 
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"The executive branch has weighed in on the litigation and has encouraged the court to take a 
fresh look on the Quill decision and to uphold the South Dakota law that would get rid of the 
problem," Deborah White, president of the Retail Litigation Center for the Retail Industry 
Leaders Association, told CNBC. "There will always be a role for Congress to regulate interstate 
commerce. But we are asking the court to level the legal playing field and remove the 
advantage that the court gave remote retailers." 

It isn't clear how much of an impact a potential South Dakota victory would have on Amazon's 
business given it will affect other online platforms as well. 

Ironically Amazon itself doesn’t pay much in state taxes relative to its revenue size. 

Amazon reported a provisional tax expense of roughly $200 million for U.S. state taxes in 2017, 
according to a securities filing. That may seem like a lot but the company generated $177.9 
billion in sales last year. 

Amazon declined to comment.

Impact of interest rates on small businesses

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How Will the Fed Interest Rate Increase Affect

WHEN THE AVERAGE SMALL BUSINESS OWNER reads about the recent interest 

rate increase, these details can read simply as theoretical numbers on a page, far removed from the 
daily realities of running a business. There is, however, some potential for direct impact from a 
changing fed funds rate—particularly on any small business intending to take out a loan in the next 
few years. 

In theory, when the federal interest rate rises, the rates for things like car loans, mortgages, and yes, 
small business loans, will rise proportionately. But given the current economic climate, is that likely to 
be the case this time around? 


What the Rising Federal Funds Rate Means 


Given that the federal fund's rate has hovered close to zero since the onset of the great recession—a 
strategy by the US Federal Reserve to help boost the economy—it was only a matter of time before 
the rate began to increase. As a result, economists expect the rate to continue its rise at a slow but 
steady rate over the coming years as the economy continues to improve. 
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While the concept of paying a higher interest rate may be less than appealing to consumers as well as 
business owners, the accompanying indication of the country's overall economic health is good news 
for all sides of the equation. 

Potential for More Competition in Business Lending 

Counterintuitively, the fed interest rate may actually have a net positive impact on business owners in 
the short term as banks slowly dip their toes back into the small business lending pool. Following the 
2008 fiscal crisis, traditional banks all but completely shuttered their loan offerings to small business 
owners, citing high risk and low profit margins as a reason to avoid small business loans. While a 
growing marketplace of online alternative lenders have stepped in to fill the small business lending 
void, the result for business owners has been more choice at a higher cost. 

If traditional banks do take this cue to loosen the reins on their small business lending standards, the 
resulting uptick in the availability of bank loans could force down the rates from alternative lenders 
eager to maintain their market share. 

Sooner Is Better than Later for Business Borrowers 

While business owners might not feeling the impact right now, a continuation of this trend over the 
next several years could eventually translate to an increase in small business loan rates. For business 
owners considering a loan or line of credit in the next several years, this is one more reason to take 
such steps sooner rather than later. 

There's no denying that over time, changes in the federal interest rate do lead to impacts on the state 
of small business lending as an industry. However, because of the wide range of factors—from the 
business owner's credit score to the business's financial status—that contribute to the interest rate 
on each business borrower's loan, it's unlikely that individual business owners will see a correlation 
between the Fed interest rate increase and their own small business loan rates.
